HE Sacramento Bee declares that there are no 
means safer and surer for the adjustment of the 


differences between capital and labor than a com- 
pulsory arbitration law based on the principle of 
that in force in New Zealand, and made conforma- 
ble to our constitution. The Journal agrees with 
the Bee in its opinion and also in its objection to 
the plan of Charles Francis Adams. His plan is to 
have a voluntary Board of Inquiry, composed of cit- 
izens in whom the people have confidence, who will 
examine into strikes, will decide who is right and 
who wrong, and will declare what shall be done — 
"the penalty for violation being the disfavor of the 
public." The Board that investigates and renders 
a decision must be an official body with the power 
of a court to enforce its decrees, otherwise it would 
be of no more benefit or use than would be any oth- 
er windy meeting of a lot of platitudnous philoso- 
phers. 


It has been reported that the New Zealand com- 


pulsory arbitration law is a failure, and even the 
author of the law had declared that it must be re- 
pealed if there is to be peace between labor and 
capital. But everything indicates the falsity of the 
report. The Springfield Republican takes the mat- 
ter up and says: The author of the law was \V. P. 
Reeves, now Agent-General of New Zealand in 
London; that it knows he has never said the law was 
a failure, and, according to the last accounts, he was 
still proud of his creation, and that a letter address- 
ed to him in London would undoubtedly bring out a 
statement as to the present condition of the New 
Zealand law and his own opinion as to its future. 
Then the Republican gives out how this report arose. 
It says: "Not long ago a New York paper, with 
strong capitalistic sympathies, published a dispatch 
from London saying it was reported there that Pre- 
mier Seddon of New Zealand had said in private 
conversation that the compulsory arbitration law 
was a failure, and thereupon many American news- 
papers informed their readers in the most unquali- 
fied style that the New Zealand law w as not a suc- 
cess. as any half-baked idiot ought to have been 
able to predict concerning it." The Republican be- 
lieves that the London story circulated in thiscoun 
try was undoubtedly fabricated in order to discredit 
the New Zealand law at the time when the question 
of arbitration on labor troubles was under discus- 
sion. 


Of course the trust organs will adopt any means 


fair or foul, to frustrate the only available and just 
method of settling the differences between the em- 
ployers and the employed. Under the present con- 
ditions the former have the military power behind 
them if the sinkers are provoked to acts of lawless- 
ness, and if they confine themselves to peaceable 
methods only, they rely upon corrupt courts to 
place barriers in the way of organized labor. 
They 


have at least found one judge who decided it a crime 
for a union man to respectfully ask a fellow work- 
man to join the protective rrgani/.ation. No indi 
vidual or organi/ation that desires only justice in 
the settlement of its disputes, will oppose a law 
which is as fair to both sides as statutory enactment 
can provide, and opposition to it indicates, or rather 
proves that the protestor has no confidence in the 
justice of his cause and prefers to rely upon force 
and purchased decisions of corrupt courts to attain 
his end. 


THE PESKY MOSQUITO. 


I 


N SOME places in Nevada the mosquito pest is 


nearly as bad as in the Sacramento Valley in 


California. The scientiric and practical investiga 
tion that has been conducted this season on Staten 
Island has been rarried far enough to permit some 
interesting and important concliiMons, even in lo 
calities where these musical insects are less of a pes! 
than in some parts of the H umboldt Valley anc 
in other places in our battle born State. Dr. Doty 
has directed the investigation referred to and he 
feels warranted in asserting that there is an intimate 
relation between the mosquito and malarial fever 
that th« true breeding places of the insects, not 
hitherto geneially known, has been definitely es- 
tablished and that petroleum oil is an effective agent 
for the destruction of the larvae which unattackec 
and uninjured develops most rapidly. 


He gives the results of experiments upon all of 


the above enumerated points which convincingly 
sustains his conclusions. 
While it is a gigantic un 


dertaking to annihilate such a pest, he believes it 
can be done by persistent eftort. 
Of their own no 


tion they are a home body and under ordinary tir- 
cnmstances do not wander from their breeding 
places. The most potent agent for scattering them 
is the wind, against which they can make but little 
resistance, if they venture out from their daylight 
hiding places, the weeds and long grassesof marshy 
land. 
By seeking out their breeding places, whicl 


as a rule are places of defective drainage of fltTr 
unsanitary conditions, and applying to the water in 
which the Urva« are developing, small quantities oi 
petroleum oil, very general destruction may be 
raused. Various sorts of powerful poisons have 
l-«en tried with care; some of them have been found 
to b; v*4..««.l> lueUecuve, ana utiiei* 01 liiue 


ance, but the petroleum oil has been invariably 
most destructive. 


Dr. Doty places little faith in the theory, as a 


jractical solution of the problem, that the propoga- 
ion of certain kinds of birds, dragon flies, etc., is 
materially worth attention. The further develop- 
ment of his investigation may bring welcome relief 
o the people of the mosquito breeding places in 
Nevada, though but a slight effort on their part 
nay be a spur to better health conditions that 
otherwise might not be abated.

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


T 


HE extension of the Chinese exclusion law, 
which expires by limitation next May, will 


doubtless be closely contested at the next session of 
Congress. Our changed commercial relations with 
China will doubtless comprise the chief argument 
of the opposition, but the force of it will be sensibly 
weakened by the fact that the Chinese authorities 
have for many years encouraged emigration from 
their over-populous country, so the argument of the 
opponents will be limited to the baleful effect of 
offending the Chinese government by refusing to 
allow it to rid itself of a portion of its superfluous 
and undesirable population by flooding our country 
vi ith hordes of cheap laborers, whose frugal habits 
and semi-starvation experience would enable them 
to live and save money upon wages from which the 
American workman would find it difficult, if not im- 
possible, to provide himself with the absolute neces- 
saries of civilized life. But as a matter of fact, 
neither exclusion nor the open door policy will 
effect in the slightest degree our trade relations 
with the Chinese empire. Its American trade is 
too valuable to jeopardize it by making a fuss about 
a matter so small to them, but so important to us. 


It is impossible to conceive a greater blow, not 


only to American labor, but to its dignity, than the 
swarming of the country with an inferior race, 
whose wants are so few and easily satisfied that in 
the natural course of events they would soon sup- 
plant the white laborer in many of the industrial 
branches, or compel the white workmen in those 
branches to accept the pittance which would nol 
provide him with a tithe of the physical accompani- 
ments to civilization, which is a God-given right to 
him to enjoy.
